Paris, Sept 13.—The American attack in the 


region of St. Mihiel continued successfully, the 
French war office announced today.

Vienna (via London), Sept. 13.—"In the , St. 


Mehiel sector Austrian regiments south'of Com- 
bres heights, made possible by strong resistance, 
a systematic retreat of the Germans," the war of- 
fice announced today.

Berlin (via London), Sept. 13.—"During the 


night the evacuation of the salient was completed 
without interference from the enemy and we are 
now standing, in new lines which had been pre- 
' pared previously," the war office announced today. 


(It is not clear whether the evacuation referred 


to was the entire St. Mihiel salient or merely part 
of the line.)
